This is distinctly a religious principle.. Wher- 
ever a constitutional government has ignored its 
birthright—to wit: the fatherhood of God, ex- 
pressing itself in the brotherhood of man through 
the gospel of that only-begotten Son who is 
brother of all—it has had but a brief and trouhled 
life. Republicanism is anarchy, with a latent 
Reign of Terror in it, unless this truth is at its 
center, shining like God's face through the mists 
and darkness of chaos. 


Biblical Jurisprudence, 


In pursuance of this underlying fact of the 
divine paternity our laws are intended to be so 
framed as to give no man an advantage over his 
fellow. The jurisprudence Of America is essenti- 
ally biblical. It gets ite form and spirit from 
the decalogue on the one hand, the rmon on 
the Mount on the other, and the character of 
Jesus as the living exponent of both. Thus the 
Republic—to the very breath in its nostriis—is 
Christian. 

If we turn now to the distinctive institutions 
of our country we shall find them, with scarcely 
an exception, bearing the sign manual of Christ. 
First of all, the American home, where all men 
are sovereigns, all homes are palaces. The hut 
becomes a cottage where there 1s no feudal man- 
sion. There are lands whore homes are merely 
dormitories and refectories, where social clubs 
and gardens supplant the higher functions of do- 
— lite. But the American lives at his home. 
It is his castle and nis para The humblest 
toiler when his day's work is over makes it his 
Eldorado. 

The heart of domestic life is the sanctity 
of wedlock as a divine ordinance. It may be 
noted that in lauds where God and the Bible are 
réverenced wife and mother and home are 
sacred words. The influence of religion may be 
but an imperceptible factor in the peace and 
happiness of man useholds; yet the gospel is 
their roof te and their purest happiness is but 
a breath from the garden before home at 
Nazareth where the mother of all mothers min- 
istered to her divine child. The next of our 
American institutions which finds its sanction in 
religion is our public s. The distinctive 
feature of our national system of edueation is 
civil control. This in the necessity of the case. 
As every American child is a sovereign in his 
own right, born to his appertionate share of the 
movern ment, it is primarily important that he 
should be educated for his place. John Milton, 
in the days of the English commonwealth, wrote: 
There is a poor blind Samson in this land, 
Shorn of * strength and bound with bands of

And shake the pillars of the common weal,”

It was in wise apprehension of this 
anger that our Puritan forefathers required

The evening session of the Parliament of 
Religions was considerably affected by the 
weather as regards numbers, but the session 
was one of the most interesting yet held.

SHOULD CANCEL UNION PACIFIC DEBT. 


Editor Resewater Thinks Government 
Should Mop the Slate in People’s Interest, 
Omana, Neb,; Sept. 24.—[Special, ]—Editor 
Rosewater of the Bee has carefully studied 
the relation of the government to the Union 
Pacific railroad, and on the subject editorially 


today says: 

The bonded debt of the Pacific railroads and 
their branch lines exceeds $350,000,000. The 
Union Pacifie alone, including the main line 
and branches, is bonded for over $200,000,000, 
and with arrears of unpaid interest the debt 
will exceed $240,000,000. The main line, on 
which the government is a second mortgage 
holder.carries a first mortgage of 888.000, 000 and 
a second mortgage of $33,000,000, with about 
$18,800,000 of overdue interest.

We have had in the last few months a 
semi-panic in business, with a terrible finan- 
cial stringency, which clearly and manifestly 
was due to fear growing out of continued pur- 
chases of silver under the Sherman law with- 
out any buying of gold with which to sustain 
the parity of the two metals. We see a gen- 
eral agreement among the business-men of 
the United States that the purchasing clause 
of the Sherman law is chargeable with caus- 
ing the panic, and therefore ought to be re- 
pealed. And this majority includes about all 
the intelligent people of the country except a 
few silver-mine owners who are deluded with 
the idea that free coinage would raise the 
price of silver and thereby increase their min. 
ing profits. 2555 

Senator White says the people have been 
led through misrepresentations to believe that 
the Sherman law is dangerous, It is absurd 
on his part to claim that the intelligent ma- 
jority is the deceived part of the community, 
and that the unintelligent minority, which in- 
creases in numbers as we go along towards 
those sections in which ignorance and crank- 
ery are most prevalent, is the one that has 
both right and reason on its side. Such a 
break on the part of the Senator is unworthy 
ef him. A simple extension of such an argu- 
ment is that one must always accept the con- 
clusions and obey the behests of the minority 
because that minor portion of the community 
is never decei¥ed and hever wrong.

But the effect of this has been disastrous upon 
the lead mines of Wisconsin, which in former 
years were a source of considerable wealth to 
their owners, and at one time made Galena a 
bigger place than Chicago was. The market 
value of lead has been so much reduced by 
the supply from the silver ores ‘that it does 
not now pay to prospect for lead in the “ ga- 
lena district near the western end of the 
border line between Illinois and Wisconsin, 
and it hardly pays to produce it there if 
found in masses. For this reason lead min- 
ing in that region has practically ceased, and 


most of those formerly engaged in the occu-- 


pation there have been compelled to engage 
in other pursuits or leave the country. For 
this. they have to thank the silver producers of 
the farther West. 

The people in the galena district have 
not raised a howl against those of the Rocky 
Mountain States because their occupation as 
lead producers has been destroyed. They 
have too.much good sense for that. But they 
have just as good a right to complain as have 
the silver producers because their product is 
not taken off their hands as fast as they can 
turn it out at the prices which prevailed twen- 
ty years ago. 

. Mr, Carter also makes the pertinent point 
that it has been found much easier to buy 
silver bullion and coin it into standard dol- 
lars than to induce people to take them, and 
that no matter ‘how loudly the silverites may 
clamor for the dollar of our daddies” (which 


they never were) they prefer that other peo- 


ple shall take them. Nor itis easy to see 
why people who will not now take the many 
millions of silver dollars already coined, in- 
cluding those thatare piled up in the Treasury 
vaults, except to handle them in small 
amounts as they do subsidiary silver, should 
be willing to handle them under free coinage 
unless they had to.“ But he says that is 
precisely what would happen if the silver 
statesmen could have their way. The people 
would have to take them because there would 
be no gold coin to get. Instead of bimetal- 
lism, which those who are clamoring for free 
silver profess to want, we would have mono- 
metallism, and that single metal would be 
silver worth less than 60 cents in gold. No 
one would pay out- a gold dollar as 
long as he could obtain a silver one to pay 
with, for the simple reason that with his 
gold dollar he could. buy in the markets 
of the world nearly as many goods as 
with two silver dollars. He could even buy 
in Mexico or other silver-producitig countries 
with his gold dollar nearly silver enough to 
make two silver dollars.“ Of course under 
such conditions all our gold would go abroad 
as fast ascoined and be exchanged for goods 
or silver bullion. We would but repeat the 
experience we have gone through several 
times already. We would also repeat the ex- 
perience of Mexico, which like our own was 
till lately, if not now, nominally a bimetallic 
country. coining both gold and silver. The 
decrease in the value of silver coins has 
driven the gold out of that country as fast as 
coined, and the silver coins of Mexico will 
not buy goods at anything more than their 
value as bullion, and that would be our experi- 
ence,

an ounce of lead or zinc with the legend 
“this is a dallar.“ Probably they would de- 
cide that such a dollar was not good for more 
than the value of the ounce of metal it con- 
tained. Yetif free coinage would effect such 
a result for silver why not for the metals 
produced in Grant County, Wisconsin? They 
are white metals, as is silver, and lead has 
been in its time a standard money metal. 
The principal difference between it and sil ver 
in this respect is that the lead was demone- 
tized long ago, and if silver keeps on depre- 
ciating in the next twenty years as in the last 
twenty it will not be much more valuable in- 
trinsically per ounce than lead is now. 


THE BARTHOLDI STATUARY GROUP.

There are other questions involved with 
which an engineer has nothitig to do and 
which will have to be settled by the Council.

dollar shall continue to have 100 cents of 
value, or whether it shall have iess than 60 
cents. The question is whether the volume of 
existing credits—bank deposits, insurance 
policies, mortgages, and all other forms of 
credit, amounting to several billions—shall 
remain as they are or shall be scaled down 
42 per cent. Is Senator Wolcott ready to 
say that only one-tenth of the people of the 
United States would vote for the honest prop- 
ositions and nine-tenths would cast their bal- 
lots for the dishonest ones?

BLOCK ADE OF RIO JANEIRO RENEWED | 


Mello Said to Be Organizing a Squadron 
to Sail Upon Pars, 
\SPROIAL CABLS. |

Admiral Mello, commanding the rebel fleet 


of Brazil, has renewed the blockade of Rio 


Janeiro, so the latest dispatches from that 
city say, and is now organizing a squadron to 
sail for northern ports. It is rumored his 
destination is, first’ of all, Para. Ruy Bar- 
bosa, who recently escaped from Rio Janeiro, 
has published a letter in which he says the 
navy under Mello is defending the rights of 
the Brazilian people against President Peixo- 
to’s military tyranny and despotic rule. 

Nut Lonx, Sept. 24.—The Red D'“ steam- 
ship Hildebrand arrived here today from 
North Brazilian ports. The government laid 
an embargo on ali Brazilian boats for several 
days, and a number of steamers filled with 
passengers were detained at Para. Foreign 
vessels were not interfered with, and 
the day the Hildebrand sailed the em- 
bargo was removed from Brazilian 
ships. There was not much  excite- 
ment in that part of Brazil. Oue gunboat 
lay in the river, but it made no demonstration, 
although supposed to sympathize with the 
rebels. Indians and negroes predominate in 
the north and make up the army, which is 
loyal to the present government. . There is 
much grumbling over the high price of mer- 
chandise and the depreciation in value of the 
milreis. This coin, which was worth about 
50 cents under Dom Pedro, is now worth 


only about 20 cents. There are many rumors 


of attempts brewing by the Comte. D’Eu, son- 

in-law of Dom Pedro, to restore the empire.

COMMENDS THE TROOPS’ APPEARANCE 


President Carnot Congratulates the Gen- 


Paris, Sept. 24.—President Carnot and 
Gen. Loizillon, Minister of War, reviewed the 
Second and Third Army Corps today at 
Beauvais, Department of Oise. The Presi- 
dent was apparently in good health. He was 
cheered enthusiastically by the crowds which 
gathered to see the review. He drove in a 
carriage down the lines, then alighted and 
walked over to the foreign officers who had 
been present at the recent operations of the 
two corps. These officers dismounted as he 
appeared, and each was greeted by him with a 
hearty shake of the hand. 

President Carnot watched from a stand the 
march past. The troops bore themselves in a 
manner which caused Gen. Loizillon to com- 
mend them highly in his subsequent report of 
the review to the President. The program of 
the day ended with a luncheon given by the 
President the Generals of the Second 
and Thi Corps and the military at- 
tachés from abroad. In his speech at the 
luncheon the President congratulated the 
Generals upon the fine work done by the 
troops. Such an army as France now had, 
he said, gave it confidence in its strength and 
inspired it with feelings of calmness and se- 
curity. The republic was faithful to its 
friendship, which it celebrated before all the 
world with festivities. It was faithful also to 
its traditions of courtesy. It could frankly 
proclaim its genuine love of peace in the 
firm belief that the future belonged to those 
observing the dictates of prudence and right. 

The army, he continued, was the school of 
duty and patriotism. The evil doctrines 
tending to divide the natibn—yes, even to ef- 
face the words My Country from the peo- 
ple's hearts—were unknown in it. The army 
gave one of its best examples of equatity and 
fraternity in the fulfillment of great duties. 
He therefore would empty his glass to the 
army of France. 

Gen. Loizillon responded to the toast. 
France, confident in the patriotism of her 
army. he said, would calmly meet all events 
which the future might bring. In conclusion 
he proposed the health of the President.

Sr. Pererspure, Sept. 24:—The iron mon- 
itor Roosalka of the Russian navy is believed 
to have gone down in a storm in the Gulf of 
Finlay while on its way from Reval to Hel- 
singfors. Much wreckage, apparently from 
it, has been washed ashore, and the body of a 
Russian marine was picked up today on the 
coast almost opposite the point where it must 
have been during a high gale several days 
ago. The Roosalka put to sea with twelve 
officers and 166 men, all of whom are be- 
lieved to be lost. It was built twenty-five 
years ago and was counted among Russia's 
coast defense armorclads. .

LONDON TOWN GOSSIP. 


BRITISH PEOPLE REJOIOE AT THE 
ADJOURNMENT OF PARLIAMENT. 


At Least the Torfes Are Glad, Because 
from Their Point of View Nothing Has 
Been Accomplished « Government in 
Something of a Quandary Over Uganda 
and Mashonsland- Coal Strike Dying 
Out=Two Notable Plays Produced—In- 
quiry May Be Made as to Cholera. 

[New York Tribune Cable.) 

Lonpon, Sept. 23.—To the great joy of every- 
body in these islands Parliament has at last 
adjourned, Nothing has been accomplished 
during the last weary eight months in the way 
of legislation. The whole time of the session 
has been devoted to gratifying an impracti- 
cable idea of Mr. Gladstone’s, with the sad 
result of damaging the greatest reputation 
and personality of the century and of intro- 
ducing tyrannous methods into the working 
of the freest and most elastie Constitution in 
the world. The Lords have done nothing 
but perfunctory work. There have never 
been more than half a dosen present 
at any sitting since they threw out 
home rule. The Commons has been labor- 
ing upon the great object of constitutional 
Parliaments, the obtaining of money. As, ac- 
cording to the rules of the Constitution; griev- 
ance comes before supply, the money votes 


* 


fortnight have brought up endless topics for 
discussion—home, foreign, colonial,Irish, and 
Indian—but in no case has the government 
‘been deprived of a single shillingor criti- 
eised with any lasting effect by any serious 
politician. 

The voting of supply affords a grand field 
day for cranks, The teetotalers, anti-con- 
tagious diseases, anti-opium and other enthus 
siasts trot out thelr pet projectsto empty 
benches for the benefit of the reporters’ gal- 
lery and the cause each speaker serves. There 
is little public interest in these dis- 
courses. Sometimes they contain the germ of 
some really great reform, but more frequent- 
ly they are on threadbare subjects kept alive 
by some well paid organization which has to 
. justify its existence. These remarks do not 
apply to the discussion raised the other day 
respecting Uganda and Mashonaland. 

Government Is Ambiguous, 


Upon the former the government are care- 
ful to refrain from committing themselves 
beyond their previous declarations, though 
Sir Gerala Portal is reported to have urged 
the retention of the district if any impression 
is to be made on the slave trade. But the 
Mashonaland question is of grave and imme- 
diate importance. In its conception. the dif- 
ficulty with Lobengula was very much a mat- 
ter of tactics on the part of Mr. Rhodes’ com- 
pany to bring about its absorption by the 
Cape Government. The chastisement of Lob- 
engula’s impi which invaded Mashonaland 
forced the situation. However pacific Lob- 
engula himself had been his younger chiefs 
now compelled him to retaliate by moving 
his army of 13,000 into Mashonaland by a 
general advance upon Fort Victoria. 

There is thus an early prospect of another 
war with the most powerful warrior tribe of 
Africa, highly trained, like the Zulus, who 
once inflicted terrible disasters upon the 
British army. It has been the pressing ques- 
tion of the hour what the government would 
do. After a ludicrous exhibition of vacilla- 
tion, they have now declared their intent to 
defend the crown protectora

It is notable, in connection with this sub- 
ject, that Lord Ripon’s direct intervention 
compelled the company to withdraw the de- 
mand made on Lobengula for compensation 
in respect to his invasion of Mashonaland. It 
was not until this incident became known that 
Lobengula sent an insolent reply and ordered 


which his impj had been driven by the com- 
pany’s forces. The situation as defined by 
the government may now be very clear, but it 
gives dissatisfaction to many English politi- 
cians, reminding them of the disgraceful rec- 
ord which Mr. Gladstone’s previous govern- 
ment made for England in South Africa. 


Riots and the Government. 


Another incident of the parliamentary week 
has arisen out of the action of the military in 
the recent colliery riots in Yorkshire. 
labor party in the press and the House of 
Commons has made great efforts to hold the 
government responsible for the repression of 
the rioters and the consequént bloodshed. 
Some of the more excitable labor members 
openly deneunced the Home Office for re- 
sponding to the demands of the magistracy 
for military assistance. The language of 
Messrs. Wood and Keir Hardie amounted to a 
virtual incitement to revenge, while Messrs. 
Burns, Tom Mann, and Pickurd have said 
ditto in hardly less emphatic tones. 

Three nights ago Mr. Asquith, the Home 

Secretary, took occasion to notice these extra 
parliamentary attacks, especially so far as 
they related to the conduct of his depart- 
ment. He first showed that it was not 
the duty of the government but of the local 
authorities to maintain order; so if the latter 
required military assistance the government 
was bound to grant it. Hs then hit out with 
tremendous severity upon the labor leaders, 
who dare not challenge his conduct in the 
House of Commons, and advised them to 
clear their minds and tongues of cant. His 
chastisement was as effective as that which he 
administered to the dynamiters’ sympathizers 
early in the session; but the effect was some- 
what spoiled by his yielding the request of the 
agitators for a special inquiry into the deaths 
of the men shot at Featherstone. 
Mx. Asquith, however, is proving himself 
one of the strongest Home Secretaries we 
have had for a generation, This is the more 
satisfactory, as at the time of his selection he 
was considered too young and inexperienced 
for so importarit a post. 


Coal Strike Fizzling Out. 


The coal strike is rapidly fizzling out. Pov. 
erty among the miners’ families and the ex- 
haustion of the union funds constitute im- 
portant factors, but the principal cause of the 
colla has been the refusal of the Durham 
and Northumberland men to join in the con- 
flict. In fact, these men have been making 
enormous wages out of the lockout in Lanca- 
shire, Yorkshire, and the Midlands. There 
has been no recurrence of serious breaches of 
the peace. The energy of the magistrates and 
the presence of the military completely over- 
awed those who intended violence. Neverthe- 
less there has been a heavy record of crimes, 
theft, 1 farmers' houses, flocks, and 
herds, levying blackmail on shopkeepers who 
ared not refuse to give away their stock 
in trade to the angry crowds threateni re- 
prisals if their demands were unmet. Today
